son was today inaugurated »» president 
of the United States, with Thomas R. 
^Marshall ns vice president, amid scenes 
of stirring animntion and with impres- 
sive ceremonies, marked in the main by 
simplicity, and yet retaining that degree 
of dignity, with some of the pomp nnd 
spectacular display which inevitably at- 
taches to the induction of a new chief 
executive of the nation. 


The elaborate ceremonies of the day 


followed a ilxcd program covering prac- 
tically live houra.

Inauguration of Marshall. 


The inauguration of Virc President 


Mnrshall was fixed to occur shortly 
after noon, along with the assembling 
of the new 'senate and the swearing in 
of new senators. 
Following this, to- 


ward 1 p. m., tho chief ceremony of tlio 
d»y, the inauguration of President Wil- 
son, occurred at the east front of th« 
eapitol. Then came 'th*- wturn of tin 
presidential party to' tile white house 
nnd the review of the inaugural parade, 
lasting- well along into the afternoon. 


Mr. Wilson and Mr. Marshal! had re- 


nmincd with their families at their hotel 
through the night. 
An the hour ap- 


pronclied for opening today's ceremonies, 
they were joined by the inaugural com- 
mittee of congrcsss, made up of Sena- 
tors Oane, lincon and Overman, and 
Representatives Rucker, Garret nnd Me- 
Kin ley. 
To this committee was as- 


signed the first function of importance 
in the dny's proceedings, that of con- 
ducting the new president and vice presi- 
dent to tftn white house 
for 
formal 


greetings with President Taft, followed 
by the drive of the presidential party 
to the eapitol. Mrs. Wilson and family, 
and Mrs. Marshall remained at the hotel 
to be escorted to the eapitol later by a 
military aide.

ly shut off the sun and threatened to 
carry out the official prediction of "un- 
settled weather in the afternoon or at 
night." With the temperature between 
•!;"> and SO degrees a light south wind

' as attended the inauguration four years- 
, :igo wero threatened, though every pre- 
paration -had been made Jor thent.

His official career has shown what is againj 
reflected in his remarkable inaugural address printed else- j 
where in The Sentinel today—that the man has a sincere | 
purpose, a well-defined policy and a consuming desire to 
be of distinct service to the people who have so signally 
honored Mm. He will make mistakes, but the mistakes 
of President Wilson will, we are certain, be those of the 
man who is trying his utmost to measure up to work cut 
out for him. He knows the people and he knows their 
needs. Moreover, he is in keenest sympathy with human- 
ity in its broadest sense. Realizing that his task is the 
greater because of the necessity for uprooting ninny of 
the governmental evils against which the people are cry- 
ing out, he asks for the counsel and guidance of the people 
in the execution of their wishes. Let those who are dis- 
posed to question his policies suspend judgment until he 
has had a fair chance. The people are with President 
Wilson, and he does not intend to fail them. 


The fact that, the suffragist parade in Washington 


Monday was beset by hoodlums, subjected to repeated 
and continuous indignity and literally forced to fight its 
way through riotous bystanders is nothing short of a cry- 
ing disgrace to the national capital. The police appear 
to have been shamefully incompetent or criminally 
negligent, and it was necessary to call regular cavalry 
from Fort Meyer to subdue the tumult before the pageant 
could continue its march. Congress owes it to the coun- 
try to make a prompt investigation of police conditions in 
Washington and to administer adequate discipline to 
those responsible for this shameless failure of duty.

lent work in its plea for patronage for the home industry 
—whether it be industrial or commercial. Fort Wayne 
is growing so rapidly that its facilities for supplying 
needs in every line leaves little excuse for going outside 
the city for what one wants as a general rule.

To 
impose transportation rates on ona city 
four times as great in proportion to 
the ha,ul as those charged a rival city 
is an assault on tho property value* of 
tho disfavored city. 


It is the crucial fact that tho great 


mass of legislation on this subject is 
aimed at corporate abuses. It is highly 
indiscreet for the corporate interest* to 
claim that they hav« a property right 
in the abuses that prcjudico tho prop- 
erty rights of private citiscns.

Chief 
Justice White, about to administer th» 
oath of office, was seated at tho riglik 
of tho president-elect. 
Flanking thi» 


central group were the associate jus- 
tices of the supreme court, thn vice presi-

senator*. 


Back of tlinm were ranged thn members 
of tho houso of representatives and th<i 
ambassadors and ministers of foreign 
nations. Jn groups bore and there wcra 
governors of states, many of them with 
their showy staffs of military and civil 
officials. 
Members of the retiring cabi- 


net, officers of tho army and navy, and 
representatives of tho various btinchc* 
of th federal government also had their 
places on the broad platform. 


Packed Wide Plaza. 


Facing the inaugural platform a denst 


crowd of spectators packed th» wids 
plaza and struggled for vantage point, 
while, further back tho long lines of mil- 
itary and civic organizations took: posi- 
tion to await tho formation of the pa- 
rade. 


With this setting of animation, ,iU 


attention wns directed to tho two cen- 
tral figures of the assemblage—the presi, 
dcnt-clcot about to take the oath o! 
office, and the chief justicn of the su- 
preme court, ready to administer tin 
oath. These two, rising from their seats, 
stood together nt the center of the plat- 
form, the. chief justice with tho Bibl« 
open in his hands, tho prcsidcnt-cleci 
with uplifted right hand. 


Slowly tho chief justicn repeated th« 


oath as it is prescribed by the consti- 
tution: 


"I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that 


1 will faithfully execute tho office of 
president of the United States, and will 
to the best of my ability, preserve, pre- 
lect and defend the constitution of th» 
United States." 


Salute Booms Out New. 


The president-elect repeated the oath 


word for word, and kissed tho open Bible. 
It was over. A new president had coma 
into office. 


At the moment of conclusion of tho 


oath a presidential salute of twenty-ons 
guns boomed out the news that a ne\r 
chief executive had been inaugurated. 


The president Lt once began his in- 


augural address. 


t\t the conclusion of the inaugural ad- 


dress, the program called for the senate 
to return to its chamber, either to con- 
firm appointments or adjourn to a later 
day. while the. house stands adjourned 
to the date of thn extra session to bs 
called by the new president.

Climax to Ceremonies. 


The street pageant was the climax 


to the inauguration ceremonies at the 
capitol, adding-the outward spectacular 
features of the formal exercises vrhk'h 
had just taken place at the senate 
chamber and the east front of the cap- 
itol. Since early in the morning 
the 


ranks of the marchers had been lying 
in restive division waiting for the word 
to advance. 


While President Wilson was solemnly 


repeating h-s oath of office, to Hie slow 
measures set by the chief justice, the 
troops at parade rest were coming to 
nttention and long lines were (straight- 
ening into columns. 


With the last wor.d of swearing in 


the new president, the commands rang 
out and were echoed alung the lines 
there was a. rattle of arms, a clatter 
of hoofs, and the great parade was in 
motion behind the carriages of Presi- 
dent Wilson and Vice President Mar- 
ehall. And then with the steady "Tramp, 
tramp, tramp"' of marching feet, the 
stream of evlor wound down from Capi- 
tol hill and breasted its way toward 
tiie white house, to which the presiden- 
tial party had driven brifikly ahead to 
take places for the review.

As the procession «took up the march 


the noted Essex troop of New Jersey 
fwung in behind the carriage in which 
President Wilson and former President 
Taft rode. 
Then came Vice President 


Marshall's carriage and behind that the 
Black Horse troop of Culver Military 
academy, prancing and bowing to the 
lively music. A roar of welcome opened 
up before this whole party as ft started 


i and swept along behind it. 


Then came Major General Wood, chief 


of staff of the army, and grand marshal 
of the procession, leading the military 
bodies, handsomely mounted and with 
the showy uniform of his high rank. 
Then the »rmy contingent, headed by 
tho West Point cadets; long straight 
lines of gray lacing tho avenue, each 
line stepping as one man, heads up, 
chests high, plumes aflutter, rifle bar- 
rels 
glistening. 
An ovation 
greeted 


them. 


The Army Contingent. 


Tramping close behind came the first 


battalion of army engineers, the 17th 
U. S. infantry and band from Fort Me- 
1'hcrson, Gn., and a regiment of coast 
•rtillery from Fort Monroe. The crack 
Seventeenth, in full marching order, a 
solid column of full-dress service blue, 
swinging easily to tho lively music of 
their band, made a splendid appearance'. 


Commanding no less interest tlmn 


the West Point cadets came the mid- 
nhipmcn from Annapolis. In their rogu- 
lution short navy-bluo jackets and tun 
Jcggins, the young sailors were received 
with waves and cheers.

Militia representation from the states 
was not so great this year as at pre- 
vious inaugurals, but there was a great- 
er representation of regular troops.

—was -totally unrepresented. Many of 
tho states, however, which did not send 
troops because of the long distance to 
be traveled wcra represented by their 
governors end 
staffs 
in the Fourth 


grand division. 


Cadets From Carlisle. 


Cadets from the Carlisle Indian school 


in their uniforms of cadet blue, were a 
subject of remark in contrast with the 
remnant of their ancestors who inarched 
wrapped in multi-colored blankets and 
in full feathers and war paint. Cadet 
battalions from the Virginia military 
institute anil Culver Military academy 
brought up the rear of that section. 


The third division, 'made up of vet- 


eran and patriotic organizations, was 
suggestive of the fast diminishing ranks 
of the veterans of the north i>nd south.

IN GREEN AND WHITE 


Washington, March 4.—-President Wil- 


aon's desire for Ji-irersoman Bimplicity 
it distinctly reflected in tho decorations 
Of the national capital fur his inaugura- 
tion today. While the city IB alluttcr 
Kith green and white—tho color scheme 
adopted for tho whole affair—and there 
•re occasional blazes of red, white and 
blue from entwined flags, rosettes and 
itrtamcrs with hero and there a touch 
at Princeton's oranga and block, yet 
the whole ctfcct i» ono of simple dig- 
nity. 


The central point of this decorative 


»cheme is the Court of Honor, that wide 
«xpan»e of Pennsylvania avenue Imme- 
diately fronting and extending the en- 
tire length of the white houso grounds. 
Uiually, artut column* and arches of 
classical design, with shields and bun- 
peri and the insignia of a Roman tri- 
umph, have marked this precinct of 
chief activity. But today simplicity is 
the dominant note, with nature taking 
the place of art, and great forest cedars 
replacing the classic columns and Vene- 
tian fasts for past inaugurations. Be- 
fore this wide area usually stand out 
the monuments and trees of Lafayette 
•quart, but today these wore shut off 
by .-great tier* of seat*, rising to tho 
tree tops and sweeping along the whole

this central point, the Court of Honor, 
as well as for the broad plaza frunting 
the Union station, the embellishment of 
public and private buildings nnd the 
decorations generally along the thor- 
oughfare, ihe inaugural committee was 
guided by President Wilson's desire to 
avoid elaborate display. 


It was with this idea in view that the 


principal feature of the president's re- 
viewing stand was designed as a replica 
of tho portico of Monticello, the home 
of Thomas Jefferson, regarded as a typo 
of that simplicity which the curly presi- 
dent exemplified. This replica of .Mon- 
ticello is directly in front of the white 
house, forming tho left front of the 
broad Court of Honor. 
While preserv- 


ing the severe design of the original 
structure, the replica suggests sonic of 
the. stately old mansions of tho south, 
the row of colonial pillars along the 
front resembling the porticos of Mount 
Vermin nnd Arlington, as well as those 
of Monticello. The Monticello replica 
forms the main part of tbn reviewing 
stand, and in this was erected tho glass 
enclosure, win-re, free from the possi- 
bilities of inclement weather, the presi- 
dent could review the marching thou-1 
lands of tho inaugural parade. 


Whit* Is Predominant.

The decorations of the portico were 


in keeping with no color other than 
white along its entire front and with- 
out the usual display of Hags, sun- 
bursts and other elaborate designs. Its 
only dash of vivid color was in a small 
draped president's Hag, barely discern- 
able above tho *hnir occupied by tho 
president. The white of tho reviewing 
Htunds was relieved only by a 
fow 


garlands of laurel and evergreen, while

The Court of Honor. 


Tho Court of Honor extended from 


the treasury 
building, 
:it. Fifteenth 


street and Pennsylvania avenue, to the 
state, war and navy building, at .Sev- 
enteenth and Pennsylvania avenue, a 
distanco of a little more than l,(l()0 feet. 
This spaco was practically enclosed with 
tall and graceful cedar trees about HO 
feet high, making a complete circle of 
the enclosure end forming tho hack- 
ground for tho reviewinjr stamK 
At 


cither entrance to the court were placed 
two giant cedars, looming some fiftv 
feet high, these huge products of naturo 
replacing the ponderous arches which at 
former inaugurations were among the 
main fcatuies of the decorations. 


In choosing the colorcs—green of the 


forest trees and white of the reviewing 
stands, 
without 
the 
usual 
hunting, 


shields and flags, Waddy B. Wood, ar- 
chitect and chairman of the decoration 
committee, kept in mind that the in- 
augural parade

soldiers, sailors and marines and gaily 
dressed civic bodies from all parts or 
the country.

Replica of Monticello. 


As tho 
reviewing 
parade 
swung 


around tho treasury and into tho Court 
of Honor, tho first thing to meet the 
view was the replica of the home of 
Jefferson standing out on the left from 
its background of forest green. Mid- 
way was the glass enclosure to sur- 
riiniid President Wilson and many dis- 
tinguished officials and guests, ambas- 
sadors nnd ministers of foreign coun- 
tries and representatives of the army, 
navy, judiciary and congress.

the president's stand at either side was 
a largo strnd draped with green gar- 
lands. To the right ro*o the long tiers 
of seats for the general public, which 
had been eagerly bought many days 
ago, until filled to its utmost capacity.

At the pla*a of the Union station the 


great ncmi-circlc forming the entrance 
was outlined with a wall of large cedar 
trees, shutting off th« equnlor of the 
small buildings still remaining in that 
locality.

wall of cedars to tho capital ilsclf and 
its grounds in the distanco.

was observed throughout the city in 
tho decorations on public and serni- 
miblic buildings.
